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Three Cent Meals... 
An Interesting Development 


Chemists at the California Institute of Technology have 
developed a meal which can be provided at a cost of only 
three cents. 

Composed of soybean grits, a waste product. with added 
ingredients such as onion powder, salt, herbs and vitamins, 
the result is described as a meal which is equal to or su- 
perior to many now made necessary by the high cost of 
food in the homes of low-income workers. 

With two slices of bread for bulk and a vitamin C 
tablet, the partaker has as well balanced a meal as can 
be had anywhere, it is asserted, 

The product, known as MPF, is being processed at the 
rate of 10,000,000 pounds a month, and has been shipped to 
Europe. During the past year private relief agencies have 
sent 4,000,000 of these ersatz meals abroad. 

History rcords that Napoleon lost his wars because he 
could not get food to his advancing armies, The U. S. 
government made great progress in that respect during the 
late conflict. when millions of fighting men were fed on 
canned rations of various sorts. 

With MPF available. feeding of armies would be great- 
ly simplified, as each meal weighs but a few ounces. And 
three-cent dinners could become the answer to high living 
costs.

There is a decrease of 16 per cent in the number 
of jobless receiving unemployment insurance checks as com- 
pared with the figures as of November. 1946. These figures 
are for the county and the unemployed total is 4,102. 

The big reason for the change in the unemployed total 
is that more men are working. A shift in the population 
may be one factor for the improved total but the fact re- 
mains there are many jobs available and there is no ap- 
parent “let down” in economic activity.

Growers Discuss 
Pest Control 


The treatment of red scale, a 
problem of increasing importance 
to citrus growers, was brought up 
for discussion at an informal 
meeting of Upland growers last 
week. 

Following an address by H. A. 
Crane, agricultural commissioner, 
the problem was discussed at con- 
siderable length. It was pointed 
out by Mr. Crane that better use 
could be made of the materials 
now in use in the matter of timing, 
of application, of more thorough 
coverage in the case of spraying 
and in double treatment of heavily 
infested groves.

In 1940 there were 1,846,000 
families “doubling,” or living in 
the household of someone else. 

In 1947 there were 2,764,000 
families “doubling.” 

How Many? 

The controversy is over how 
many of these families will “un- 
double” when houses become 
available. 

“If you ask Joe, who owns the 
house, if he wants to live alone 
he will probably say yes,” one 
housing expert explained. 

“But if you ask Fred, his 
brother-in-law, who is living with 
Joe and cutting his expenses in 


so doing, he may tell you he 
isn’t anxious to Change the sit- 
uation. So there you are. 


Assuming that all of the peo- 
ple who have doubled since 1940 
would move into their own home 
if they could get one, they would 
create a demand for 918,000 
homes. 

If the present rate of “starts” 
on housing continues, about 1,- 
000,000 units will be completed 
next year. But this would leave 
an excess of 325,000 homes over 
the number of ne wfamilies ex- 
pected by the census bureau. 

On that basis it would take 
about three years for the supply 
to meet the demand of families 
who want to undouble.
